Eugenics Review The Eugenics Review continues to ° 
appear under the Editorship of Miss K. Lane. The 
Editorial Committee consists of Dr. C. P. Blacker, 
Mr. G. Aird Whyte, Mr. Cecil Binney, Mr. C. W. 
Usher; Dr. C. O. Carter and the Editor. 


At the suggestion of Dr. Clarence Gamble of 
Massachusetts a copy of the Eugenics Review has been 
sent to libraries of American Universities ofiering them 
a free subscription for one year. Dr. Gamble has 
generously agreed to meet the cost of these subscrip- 
tions. The response so far has been good. 


Promising Families Committee During the year 
under review, the Promising Families Committee has 
drawn up a draft questionnaire designed to find out 
whether such families can be ascertained through 
headmasters’ nominations of promising children. The 
questionnaire is also designed to collect information 
about the family background of such children and 
the factors limiting the size of these families. This 
questionnaire is being given a trial on some thirty 
families and will be amended in the light of this pilot 
run. 


Grants 


(a) International Planned Parenthood Federation. The 
Council made a grant of £140 (of which £30 was 
returned unused) to enable the Society’s two 
delegates to attend the Conference of the Inter- 
national Planned Parenthood Federation held in 
Stockholm in August, 1953 (see below). 


(b) Joint Study Group (with P.E.P.) on World Popula- 
tion Policy. In 1953 the Council made a grant of 
£1,500 to the Joint Study Group of P.E.P. and the 
Eugenics Society on World Population Policy. In 
January, 1954, the Council made a further grant 
of £350 to extend this study. It is hoped that a 
report will be published early in 1955. In the 
meantime the Study Group, through P.E.P., is to 
publish two Broadsheets on aspects of population 
in relation to world food supplies and other 
natural resources for distribution to the delegates 
attending the United Nations Conference in Rome 
in September, 1954. 


(c) North Kensington Marriage Welfare Centre. The 
Council has made a grant to the North Kensington 
Marriage Welfare Centre of £750 for one year, 
renewable for two further years, to enable their 
clinic to cover all activities of a Five Purposes 
Parenthood Centre, namely, family planning, 
treatment of infertility, marriage guidance, pre- 
marital health examinations and eugenic guidance. 
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(d) Family Planning Association. The Council has 
made a grant of £250 for one year to the Family 
Planning Association to pay a research worker to 
investigate the properties of bases used in chemical 
contraceptives. The Council has also made to the 
Association an additional grant of £70 for one year 
for testing the harmlessness of contraceptives. 


Representation of the Society on other Organisations 
The Council is represented by Dr. C. P. Blacker and 
Mr. R. Weatherall on the British Committee of the 
International Union of Family Organisations; by 
Mr. J. C. Trevor on the Joint Commitiee for Anthropo- 
logical Research and Teaching; and by Mrs. Grant 
Daff on the following organisations: The National 
Council of Women, the National Association for 
Maternity and Child Welfare, the British Social Biology 
Council. and the National: Baby Welfare Council. 
Dr. Blacker has continued to be Honorary Secretary 
of the Population Investigation Committee. - 


Representation at Conferences Dr. C. P. Blacker and 
Dr. G. C. L. Bertram represented the Society at the 
Fourth International Conference on Planned Parent- 
hood, held from 17th—22nd August, 1953 in Stock- 
holm. Dr. Blacker was Chairman of the Constitution 
Drafting Committee at this conference and Dr. 
Bertram gave a paper on “* Further Aspects of Popula- 
tion Limitation. ” 


Mrs. Grant Duff represented the Society at the 
British National Conference on Social Work held from 
15th—18th April, 1953 and at the Annual Conference 
of the National Association for Maternity and Child 
Welfare held from 10th—12th June, 1953. 


Society’s Premises The Society has now made all 
three rooms on its second floor available, rent free, to 
the International Planned Parenthood Federation. 


Library During the past year 48 books have been 
added to the Library by gift and purchase; 202 have 
been borrowed, 35 of them by the National Central 
Library. The Librarian has borrowed 13 books from 
the National Central Library for re-loan to Fellows and 
Members.

Covenants During the year the total tax recovered 
by the Society by means of subscriptions paid under 
Covenant amounted to £84. 


Accounts for 1953 A statement of Income and 
Expenditure during 1953 together with the Balance 
Sheet as at 31st December, 1953, will be found at the 
end of this Report. A list of the Society’s Investments 
at the same date is set out on page 4. . 


During 1953 Income exceeded Ordinary Expenditure 
by £172, and this amount was further augmented by 
£342 being the balance of Mr. E. J. Lidbetter’s Fund, 
gratefully accepted, and originally collected by him 
and the late Mrs. Hodson for Problem Families 
Research. During the year the Council voted grants 
for special purposes which were drawn upon to the 
extent of £1,536. No transfer was made to Staff 
Pension Reserve, which now stands at £1,000. In 
short, the result for the year is an expenditure of 
£1,052 beyond receipts of all sorts. 


The Society is committed to further grants over the 
next two years, and these amount in all at the date of 
the Balance Sheet to some £3,234. 


The General Fund now stands at £77,174 which 
compares with £76,315 at the end of 1952. 


During the year under review, the Society negotiated 


‘a new Lease of its leasehold premises, 69, Eccleston 


Square, which now has 97 years to run. This longer 
lease is of greater value than the figure at which it 
stands in our books, although that figure includes the 
original purchase price of the lease together with the 
cost of adaption, repairs and decoration, less amounts 


written off.
